ILK STING OP THE ATLANTIC DISTRICT BOARD. 

FIRST DAY—F*». 13. 

The Atlantic District Board convened on Feb. 13th, at the New York 
Hotel, New York city First Vice-President, C. W. Hutchinson, Utica, 
N. Y., presided. All members of the district were present, as follows: 
Edwin Thorne, Mlllbrook, N. Y.; Gates H. Barnard, Troy. N. Y.; Geo. 
Sturgea, Philadelphia, Pa.; C. J. Hamlin, Buffalo, N. Y.j Wm. M. 
Parks, Brooklyn. N. Y.; Charles W. Hayes, Washington, D. C. This 
being the first sitting of the districts nnder the reorganization of the 
Board of Appeals last season the occasion was deemed of great impor¬ 
tance to the great community of turfmen of that section. 

The Atlantic district Is composed of the 8tates of New York. Penn¬ 
sylvania. Delaware, Virginia, New Jersey, Maryland and the District of 
Columbia. Each of the other districts will hold sittings at the places 
hereinafter designated before the month of Mav, In order to clear the 
docket of all cases practicable before the Spring trotting begins. 

The Eastern district, composed of the New England States and the 
Dominion of Canada, will meet at Hartford, Conn. 

The Central district, composed of the States of Ohio, Indiana. West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas. Louisiana, and of all the 


gelding Delhi over their track in the 3:45 race—premium of $1,600. This 
was won by Delhi, and the first money. $750. was paid to Howe. Under 
an order or the Board of Appeals the latter was temporarily reinstated 
upon depositing the $750 with the treasurer of the association. The 
management or the Point Breeze Park now desire that the money be 
returned, that It may be properly redistributed Howe appeared in 
person, and also submitted several affidavits. He claimed that the 
gelding Delhi was sent to hia stable to be trained by 
Charles N. Kemplln, of Brooklyn, as a green horse, and he so believed 
him to be. While in the custody of another driver, and before the 
Philadelphia race, Delhi was adjudged guilty of trotting illegally at 
Prospect Park, and In consequence got into trouble. An affidavit in 
possession of the latter park, showing that Delhi was the horse Flash, 
that trotted at Pimlico track. Baltimore, in October, 1874, in 3:87, 2:88 
and 3:40, was deemed good evidence of fraud by the Point Breeze Park, 
a copy of which affidavit was put in evidence. Secretory Towne. of 
Point Breeze, explained why tne case at the time looked thoroughly 
honest, and though the association did not desire to inflict punishment 
where not deserving they desired the money to be returned them, at 
the same time hoping that Howe would succeed in establishing bis In¬ 
nocence. Referred to executive sessloo. 

No. 803. Charles B. Gillman, Brooklyn. N. Y., vs. Point Breeze Park 
Association. Philadelphia. Pa.—Application for removal of suspension 
of him and the bay gelding Bay. Mr. Gilman appealed In his own behalf, 
and explained that he desired to enter his horse in the 3:84 purse giveu 
by the Point Breeze Park last spring, but not having the ready money, 
wrote the association and asked to be trusted for the amount. He 
considered that such was their intention and took his horse upon the 


that a horse not winning a heat in five should thus be disposed of. The 
reversal of their decision, it is claimed, was to keep Mattie Lyle In the 
2:30 clasH, where she had been trotting for years ana winning whenever 
wanted to do so by her driver and owner. Other evidence was sub¬ 
mitted showing that the driver of Little Mary did not drive the race out 
owing to the fear that his life was in danger; also that propositions 
were made to the driver of Little Mary after the fourth 
heat to “throw” the race and play the pool box in com 
blnatlon with those opposed to her winning. Secretary Towne. of 
Point Broeze. submitted the official record of the race, and |t transpired 
that It was the “tinkered'' one and not the record of the event as it came 
off. So far as the association which he represented Mr. Towne said 
they wanted the Board to order how the money should be paid, os the 
entire purse had been retained awaiting such order. Case continued 
until the next day.

He 
raid he was told so, aud for me to take his word as a gentleman If any at¬ 
tempt to do a wrong was made, the party doing so should he punished 
severely. Now lu the flrst heat there w*severy attempt to do wrong by 
one of the drivers, who ran first Into tbe horae Joe Green, cutting out 
live spokes then as I was passing him. he attempted to run Into me, 
and carried uie clear to the grass; eveu then I puaaed him, and won tbe 
beat easily, yet the Star party complained because she did not get tbe 
beat. My horae uever left his feet, trotting squarely past all of them.

There Is also frequently Intestinal 
disorder, and spots appear on the longue as though from blood pois¬ 
oning, The stuck lasts on tbe average from five to twelve days 
uplntona appear to differ as to whether It Is Infectious or not; at any 
It Is spreading rapidly, and affects horses indiscriminately In all 
classes of sUblea. One case has occurred of a cow suffering from It. 
f°d. as the animal waa sUlled beside a pony which had alao suffered 
•rob It, there seems reason to fear that the disease must be Infectious. 
2 U* other hand Instances are mentioned of horses escaping the dl- 
"**ae altogether, although occupying sishles where aeveral other horses 
attacked. Tbe dampness of the atrooepbore which has lately 
resiled Is supposed to have originated the epidemic, and Indeed tbe 
Jbuormal stats of the weather during the last ulx weeks Is uulle suf- 
Kisut to account for any amount or alokneae, not only Us the eUble, 
bw also In the kennel.

The United States Commisiouer succeeded in his labors of 
hatching eight million young shad which have been distrib 
uted in the rivers of the different States: also eight millions 
of California salmon eggs have been distributed in States 
best adapted to them. A half million were sent to New 
Zealand, and a hundred thousand to tbe 8andwich Islands. 

The report continues to impress upon the minds of the 
farmera the great value of the ponds and streams in or 
passing through their land. It speaks ol the marked pro¬ 
gress everywhere in the State in the multiplying of food 
fishes, and that few enterprises promise more profitable re¬ 
sults. “This fact should be repeated over and over again 
until every one who has a patch of water ou his premises 
large enough for tadpoles and shiers can make it yield an 
abundance of wholesome fish food at uot half the trouble 
and expense with which he cultivates a like patch of ground.

Pointer ys Setter. 


Namex Claimed. 


Sunny Side, Mo., Feb. 1C, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field:— 1 have read with some Interest the differ 
eut articles appearing In your paper discussing the respective merits of 
the pointer aud setter. 

For a time my friend the pointer was so far behind and the weather 
•o very cold I ventured not a word in his behalf. But now that Under- 
Grip and Sherwood -in all modesty—have hiuted at the existence of a 
few worthy pointers. I take courage and ask a portion of the sports¬ 
man’s heart foe my genteel friend. I do not claim the pointer a ser¬ 
vant of all works nor will I admit the setter his superior as such. I do 
admire one of those dashing high headed, cautious setters. Not be¬ 
cause be is a setter but for these qualities. A pointer with equal dash 
carriage and caution is entitled to just the same amount of admiration. 
The setter is adapted to one extreme of weather the pointer to the 
other, both working equally well in the Intermediate temperature. 
From a day’s bunt in slightly crusted snow my fine footed favorite 
comes home decidedly second beet, while in mud and toft snow he 
gives our long halrd friend the "go by" moat decidedly. The setter is 
wonderfully fitted to work In briars, while his smooth-coated, clean 
footed rival gets on swimmingly in bnrrsand stlck-Ugbt’s. 

A long, heavy (over) coat ia all very fine on the retriever of ducks, 
but for the high-ranging chicken dog, on a broiling Anguat day. I con¬ 
ceive It would be somewhat burtnensome; last a little oppressive; 

S inlte an incentive to hunt—not the chickens, but the shady side of the 
cnce. And just bore let me advise the sportsman who will have the 
setter and nothing else, to supply himself with a set of clipping lmpli- 
raents, when he may make his dog a brilliant star on the last named 

? ame; almost as good as a pointer on qnall nod woodcock, and ready 
or dneka the following spring. Of course his appearance would not 
then be discussible. 

Before declaring exclusively for either, tbe sportsman should lake 
into consideration the oature and season of his sport, as well as the 
face of the country over which he Is to shoot. Guided by these he 
may make a selection By far the better plan would he to supply 
himself with a buperior specimen of each. My shooting is chiefly on 
prairie chickens and quails, iu a country of few briars, aud abundantly 
locked with burrs, bence ray decided preference for a high-bred, high- 
headed. high-ranging, delicate-nosed pointer, for specimen bricks of 
which I refer ray friends and fellow trigger pullers to Prof. McBbany’s 
Gambol and Waddell a Sherwood's Csosar, Sancbo, Queen and Fan.While 
out shooting over such as these I am never mortified by some rustic 
good-naturedly cracking his fingers at my dog. with a “Here Shep; 
Good^bep." No; my smooth-coated rat-tall Is always recognized as 
a pinter.

— Head should be moderately long, narrowing from the skull; the s-kull 
not loo proiniuenl above the eyes, as this gives a heavy apn<*uraitce: 
rather deep In the Up, but not any flew, or very slight; nostrils open, 
with level jaw; eyes moderately bold ; ears thin, set in the head, just 
where the skull begins to recede at tbe sides of tbe head, hanging flat 
on the cheek; throwing the ears back so as to show the iusidc*. has a 
bad appearance aud too often indicates a cross; neck medium in proper 
tion to head, and body rather inclined to be long, bur not much so. 
thickening from the head to the aot-in of the shoulders; no looseness of 
the throat sklu; shoulders narrow at the meeting of th« blodebones, 
with a great amount of muscle, long lu the blades, set dsutlng. with 
arm of the leg strong and coming away straight, aud elbow* neither out 
nor lu; the legs not great heavy boned, but with a great amount of mus¬ 
cle ; leg pressed straight to the foot, well-rounded and symmetrical, 
with foot well-rounded, this Is the forelegs and feet; chest moderately

Beetles and Hydrophobia.—I t may probably be asked whatever 
connection can possibly exist between beetles ami hydrophobia? Ac¬ 
cording to Mature, however, a very great faith is attached to the use of 
a variety of beetle used there by the inhabitant* of Amerua. Tunis, for 
the cure of hydrophobia. A member of the Entomological Society of 
France recently exhibited some specimens sent ului from Guide* iu 
Tuuis. This beetle used for blislerlug is mentioned iu several Arab) 
an works ou medicine, and is said to belong to the uieloidu*. The med 
leal formula directs that a piece of the beetle about the weight of a 
grain of corn should be taken in some meat soup by the peroou bitten 
Between the *21st and 27lh day after the bite; If taken 
before und after these dates it will not effect a cure. The natives of 
Ameiiia preserve the dried beetles as a treasure. It might be worth 
while to try a series of experiments on tbe Use of the vesicating beetles 
in this terrible malady, au long ago, however, us 1750.

EXHIBITOR*. DEALERS. JUDGES AND CRITICS. 
Exhibitor*, dealers. lodges aod critics Id Bow-wow Land appear to 
form a sort of everlastiug "stock pot’’ to which grumblers, croakers, 
disappointed exhibitors, and other splenetic writers resort when there 
l« nothing more substantial from which to cook their mess of por¬ 
ridge. Some one has only to start the question, “Ia it right for press 
men to Judge?" or declaim against a man judging at one show and ex¬ 
hibiting at another, and there Is certain to follow a little pai»er war; the 
ammnuitloD is always the same that has been repeatedly tired off be¬ 
fore aud is seldom of more forcible calibre than “I-eay-it-la" aod "I- 
•ay-lt'lsn't;” but as no sound, genuine argument is ever brought 
against either a roan judging at one show and exhibiting at another, or 
a newspaper critic also filling the role of Judge, tbe controversy 
generally leaves off much about where it commenced. Against a 
judge writing reports It is argued a man cannot or rather should not, be 
judge and Jury all in one, but they are met with the logical reply that 
not only in the judge in a better position than any other, but that be is 
able to give the public tbe reasons for his awards; besides It must be 
considered much more straight forward for a judge to take 
the responsibility of a report, than for him to “plum” up—as 
is often the case—those reporters who are not qualified critics, and 
who only lick into readable shape such scraps of information as they 
can acquire iu this way and from similar sources. If a man is consid¬ 
ered honorable enough to be a judge he is. It must follow, honest 
enough to write a fair aud Impartial report. All are liable to errors of 
judgment it is true, aud it is thought that these errora of iudgmeut are 
less likely to come to light when the reports are written by the judges 
than If they bad emanated from other pena. However, there Is plenty 
of evidence on the shelf that such ideas are ill founded aud uuworthy. 
Of course different men will always bold varied opinions on individual 
point*, and what one may consider a merit another will regard as a 
blemish, aud so on; but the public soon get to learn a judge’s type, 
nud unless the majority of nnblic opinion accepts his standard his 
career as a judge will speedily come to an end. The objection to a 
man exhibiting at one place and judging at another is of even shal¬ 
lower strength. It might as well be insisted that a judge shall not 
keep dogs at all, because if he keeps them it will be thoroughly impos- 
B ifrle for him to refrniu from the occasional disposal of his surplus 
»to€K; in which cases be is continually charged with being a dealer 
and objected to accordingly. 

One antiquated aud almost extinct party rave against wbat they call 
“circuit Judges." desiring to see in their place goutlemen who don’t 
kuow the circuit going dogs, but this I maintain is absurd on the face 
of It, for unless a in an has seen the accepted models, of the day and 
has the opportunity of continually keeping his hand, or rather bis eye. 
in. how cau he profess to be an expert? To be able to fill the office pro¬ 
perly a man must either keep a select kennel of his own or be must he 
for ever moving about in the midst of other people’s. Agaiu a judge is 
often limes sneered at by people who ask-"what can he kuow about 
a dog? he has never had a championwhen it must appear to the most 
superficial thinker that the mere possession of a good dog does uol 
constitute the owuer a judge. Oa the contrary, it 7s a fact quite un¬ 
deniable. that In a vast number of instances owners of valuaie chain 
pions are no Judgus at all.

seek the assistance of recognir.ed experts; some go iu for showing, for 
the excitement of the thing, just as others take up racing or hunting; 
some because it is tbe fashion, others because they are fond of gather¬ 
ing cups and other side board trophies and so on; some of them are 
fair good judges, but It does not follow of nucesaity that 
they are good judges because their means have enabled 
them to become tho happy uossessors of champions. 

I have shown that one party object to a judge because he exhibits white 
another faction pooh poohe a man if he has not anything be cau show; 
the objection of a third quarter ia that be b is had no experience, and in 
the fourth that he knows all the dogs, all which speaks but too clearly 
of the wrangleaome nature of the genius exhibitor ; but it Is not the 
judge alone that falls iu for their polite aticutiou; the newspaper critic 
is deemed tin equally eligible subject for a worry ; he tnusu t do this, 
he shouldn't do that; it is certainly a dark baud crime to sell a dog be 
has no use for, verv questionable whether he ought not to bo transport¬ 
ed If he dare ehxiblt; while ascertain as fate he is branded with Infamy 
of partisanship. Should he ouly be discovered chatting with oue of tbe 
judges, of course the thing is patent; they have been arranging who 
shall win, and heavens knows wbat besides. In justice, however, to 
English exhibitors as a body, 1 must say that these everlastiug blcker- 
erlog snarls are not fairly chargeable to them, because whet* traced they 
are almost invariably fouud to emanate from the rankest outsiders who 
fslllug to take, with very inferior cards, the highest honors, "let slip 
their dogs of war" in the shnpe of jealousy and spleen. 

Theaunual coursing meeting at ilidgway. and the Dublin dog show 
are the onlv events which have savud the doggy from utter stagnation 
iu the last few days. Tbe weather at the Kidgway meeting has fortu¬ 
nately been rather varying In its nature, so has tbe sport, which conse¬ 
quently cannot be accepted as a reliable line for futurr events. Mr. 
Urocklebauk's Bombard, though he easily disposed of Calico In tbe 
thiM round of the North and Mouth Lancashire Stakes by no tueaus sat¬ 
isfied his adherents; for though a remarkably speedv puppy he proved 
himself anything but a slaver. Chcmcee ran remarkably well, but It is 
not very certain whether she will run for tbe Waterloo, for which event 
Mr. Salter's nomination still heads tbe betting list at 100 to 0. Mr. 
Brocklebank's stands nominally at the same price, though really he Is 
not so gouuiue a favorite. Every nomination appears to be backed ac¬ 
cording to official returns, but I’m certain there is verv little plunging; 
indeed it la long since speculation was so sluggish and limited over this 
particular event. 

The Dubliu dog show promoters have been pretty roundly snow¬ 
balled for tbeir pretentious title of “Royal National.” Every 
succeeding dog show in Dublin comes before us under en¬ 
tirely a different management to tbe one that preceded it. 
Tbe snccess of the present one Is exceedingly dubious; 
indeed it does not eveu aim at achieving the very end that shows, are 
at all events, ostensible promoted for- namely: the encouragement aud 
support of the best; bore all champions were barred, an arrangement 
which not only of necessity renders the affair fourth rate, but conveys 
the impression that it must have been so docided as a harrier to either 
certain Irish dogs, or as s paltry insult to the bated Baton. Under any 
circumstances It Is well for people thinking of pnrcbaslug “prize" dogs 
to consider whether such as have gained honors through good dogs 
being shut out of competition shall be considered in the tight of bona 
Jlde winners. To ensure a lolly good “Paddylsm," the only English 
jndge out of six was set to judge Irish setters, leaving all the English 
fanciers to the tender mercies of Irishmen. And not less strange, Mr. 
Merrie, who so thoroughly "put his foot in It" when he essayed to offi¬ 
ciate in Irish terriers last year was again entrusted with the task. I 
was not present at the show myself, out from all accounts the Irish ter¬ 
rier classes were the worst ever brought together aud the worst Judged. 
The sporting classes were but sparingly represented; greyhounds, only 
twelve entries, and Irish water spaniels only one morel H. R. II. tbe 
Duke of Counauglit offered a handsome shield for tho best red setter In 
the show, and this was awarded to Mr. Llpscombe's Shawn Bragb, 
which Is said to be a real beauty; be Is a son of Mr. T. M. Richardson’s 
Dick, “the uobte savage." With very few exceptions, I am informed 
these Irish setters were very much inferior to wnat bench shows in Ire 
land usually display. Caractacub.

Bditob Chh.aoo Fi*ld.— These collars are made adjustable so as U» 
fit setters or pointers of aoy size. One of tho advantages of this collar 
over the old style# of spike collars ia, that no matter from what posi¬ 
tion the end is pulled all of the spikes come into action at once. The 
Aral lassou to be taught a dog under any and all circumstances. Is to 
come promptly when called. This can be taught with the cord alone, 
but It can be taught in a fraction of the time with the spike collar. 
Time la money, and wbat we want is tbe best ana Quickest mean# of 
instructing, and when necessary, compelling a dog in bla dnty. Per¬ 
fectly greeo dogs, or Improperly handled dogs, will uenally use their 
pleasure about coming when called; In thia case, attach a long stout 
cord to the buckle ring, and let him run; at such times as he i* Dually 
occupied, and the cord is within reach, call him in; when he refuses, 
pull him In, (gently st first) hand over hand; he will very likely hang 
back, and when tbe spikes commence hurting him, to cry out; slack 
the line, and call to him to come in ; if he refuses pull again. After a 
few times he will understand resistance to be useless, and will give 
way to the cord. Some dogs will Insist longer than others, but It con¬ 
quers them all alike, and after a few lessons the collar Is do longer 
needed. 

Retrieving .—In the first lessons use a light object, hav¬ 
ing an agreeable feel to the dog’s mouth, such as an 
old pocket-book, or a folded newspaper; It should be 
at least two and one-half Inches wide, three-fourths of an 
inch thick, and from four to six inches long; If there la scent to it so 
much the better. At first, open the dog's mouth, put In tbe object and 
make him hold it; he will be likely to drop U; again insert it, box his 
jaws and talk to him. After several trials spike him lightly when he 
drops it. but not under auy circumstances should you do so while It Is 
In his mouth. It requires but few ieasous to make him hold it; next 
you must make him carry it, following you aboat iu every direction. 
The next step Is to make him open hla mouth and take it from your 
band. This ho will stubbornly refuse to do for several lessons. 1 use 
bat one word to signify ho Is to hold It, to take It, and that Is tbe word 
“fetch." Hold the object to his mouth and say "fetch;" he will not 
be likely to take it at first; spike him until he opens his mouth to cty 
out, then insert it and make him hold it aud follow yon about. He will 
noon learn that the spiking and pain cease as soou as the object is in 
his mouth, mod after a few lessons will grab for It when the pain is 
severe; and will then do so at the word to avoid the pain. Remember 
to repeat the word '‘fetch" all the time you are spiking him. The next 
step is for him to lift it from the ground; in order to do this have 
him lift it from your hand, gradually lowered until the back of it 
touches the ground; next lay the object on the ground, with yonr hand 
near It. After he has lifted it from the ground a few times you can re¬ 
move your hand. The lessons are continued much in the same 
manner. When you throw the object at your feet and he will lift it 
promptly, you can throw U from you a yard or ao, gradually increasing 
the distance, uutil be will bring it from any distauce by sight, after 
which he is to be taught to find It by scent. If these few and simple 
directions are followed strictly, and patiently, success is -*m«. When a 
dog is naturally stubborn or wicked. 1 drive two stakes In tin: ground, 
about sixty feet apart, attach a single pully b ock to each *uke and 
through each of these pass a strong cord; draw It tight, and fasten the 
ends together The end should be high enough to allow the dog to 
pass under it. Attach the dog to the cord by means of the slip ring, 
giving hi in just sufficient rope to reach the ground. By pulling tbe 
cord to which the dog is attached, you pull him toward you; aud by 
pulling the other enayoa pull him from you; so his refusal to go for 
the object, or to show fight is useless; as you can force him to It. aud 
spike him until he lifts It, and force him to you again; or. if be shews 
fight, you cau use both the spikes and the whip without the fear of be¬ 
ing bitten. It occasionally happens that a dog will fetch and carry most 
anything but a warm bird; In such a case the collar n»u*t be used to 
force him as before; be will soon give up and carry the bird as nicely 
as could be wished. For gun shyness Lake off the spike* and use the 
collar a* a choker, coupling your shy dog to an old 
reliable and strong dog, giving him au ea-y fitting, 

soft, broad collar to tow with, and your shy dog 

will soou learn to follow as promptly as though guided with reins. 
At Lhe first few reports of the guu he may give himself a good choking; 
there Is where Lhe lesson comes in, so let him alone; uuless he Is fool 
enough to choke off his feel (seldom the case) he will soou give up as 
completely as he did to the spikes. It is best to commence with small 
charges gradually Increased. Be sure to have the doe well taught to 
run In the couples before using the gnn. If the dog does not give in 
after a thorough trial of the choke, put on the spikes (bluut them), aud 
proceed as before. For whip shyness, first be careful never to use the 
whip except for willful disobedience; under the gun is not the place to 
undertake the reforming of a whip shy dog. Take him into a large open 
grass field or stubble where there is nothing to catch the cord, which 
you shall attach to the spike collar; let it be a light aud long one. Get 
within reaching or tramping distance of the cord, flourish aud crack 
your whip and call him to you; if he is an old hand he will show you 
some cunuing tricks by which to avoid the lash; pull him to you with 
the cord, use the whip well in every way you chooM only don't strike 
tbe dog with it; pet and encourage and do your utmost to assure him that 
be is safe from the whip. Continue these lessons until he Is reassured, 
aud when again you go shooting together don't you forget all you have 
been trying to do, aud expect the dog to remember it. To teach “to 
heel," fasten a belt to your waist with a ring behind ;paas a double cord 
from the spike collar attached to your dog through this ring aud over 
your head so that It will form a belt around your waist; make it just

Editob Chicago Field:— Allow me to cast my vote In favor of the 
Nashville Field Trial for 1877. 1 think the Tennessee sportsmen are 
entitled to It, because of their being the first to inaugurate this grand 
sport, and also because of their succeaeful effort to please and accom¬ 
modate those from a distance who visited them in 1876. I must admit, 
that my great desire to see another field trial is accompanied by an 
ardent wish to bear again the dulcet tones of "Guido’s" voice, and 
shake the band of tbe gallant sportsmen and true lovers of the dog, 
whom I bad the pleasure of meeting at Memphis last November. Bo, 
hurrah for Nashville! and let us all put oor shoulders to the wheel and 
make the meeting a success. 

And now, why cannot we of the “Far West" have a field trial 
on prairie chickens? I note "Eland’a" suggestion in the 
Chicago Field of this date, and would joyfully meet the 
Des Moines sportsmen on the “Divide" next Fall, with either pointer* 
or setters, in a friendly trial of our dogs’ merits. A trial on prairie 
chickens, I am satisfied. what we or the Weal want, as that game 
bird furnishes us with a large—if not the largest—portion of our shoot- 
log. If "Eland” wishes to correspond with me upon the subject, you 
are at liberty to famish my name and address, and I will gladly do all 
In my power to work up the ‘'slope" to a consciousness of its duly In 
the matter. 

Again, 1 am glad to note the fact that the National Kennel Club has 
decided to give a field trial on quails, and look to Iowa, Missouri or 
Indiana as the states from which to select the best point. I hope sin¬ 
cerely that the first trial may be held in Iowa, and know that many 
points can be foand upon the Chicago North-Western R. R. that 
would be suitable and satisfactory. 1 cannot recommend my own 
portion of the State-not bat what game is plenty enough, but the nature 
of the cover is such, that I know, after my experience at Memphis, 
a field trial here would not be aatlsiaclory. Cannot Mr. Waddlngton 
give us his views, in your paper, as to a suitable place? 

For a trial on prairie chickens some point near Spirit Lake, in Iowa, 
or a short distance out on the B. aud M. R. R. ( in Nebraska, would be 
found convenient, and the absence of fences, with a great plenty of the 
game, would make a trial at either of these places a matter which once 
Inaugurated, won Id never he allowed to drop. Cannot the National 
Kennel Club give tbe sportsmen of the country a trial upon qnall and 
chickens both? 

And now oue word of reply to the article In your issue of this date 
from “H.." of Franklin, Tenn. He says my remarks In the Cbicaoo 
Field of the 29th alt., were “unwarranted by the facta," and were writ¬ 
ten witn a "view, doubtless, to prejudice sportsmen against the train¬ 
ing and the stock of dogs of Mr. Campbell. * Bo far as the "facta” are 
concerned, I onl.y know what i saw myself at Memphis of Mr. C.'a 
manner of treating dogs, aud I know well that numbers there were as 
thoroughly disgusted as 1 was. If Mr C does not treat his dogs at 
home as he dia at Memphis, I am glad to know it. both for his own 
sake aud the dogs. That my article was written with a view to preju¬ 
dice sportsmen against Mr. C.’s mode of training, if the exhibition at 
Memphis was a specimen. I admit, bat 1 should never have written a 
word about It, If “H.“ had not in his enthusiasm for the malice and for 
Mr. C. as a trainer, allowed himself to eulogize Mr. C.’e qualifications 
fortht handling of a dog to such au extent as 1 did not think he deserved. 

I love a dog next to a human being, and I 
houeslly confess I would rather give the flneatnupin tbe world prussic 
add. and end bis troubles at once, than to confide him, for educational 
purposes, to the keeping of a man who would pound him with a club as 
thick as my wrist, or jump upon his bead with both heels and act and 
look like he ws« trying to stamp the life ont of the poor brute.

Steady at the point and backing are taught by checking when he showe 
a disposition to bolt; always repeal your usual word or words of com¬ 
mand with each pull of the cord. Breaking shot la cared In exactly the 
same mauuer. In all cases when the collar is used be gentle and undem¬ 
onstrative, never get angry and use the whip. The object is to conquer 
his self-will without excitinghis fears.

Editor Ciiicaoo Field— One F. Barnard in the Chicaoo Field of 
Feb. 10th, srouis uncomfortable about my criticism of Herniation pub¬ 
lished in your issue of Jan. 27th.

If my kennel diary is correct, the onlv time Mr. Campbell ran dogs 
raised and broken by himself against blue blooded dogs of equal ages 
was io the Puppy stakes, the Champion stakes, and the Brace stakes at 
Memphis, 1876, and then the bine blooded dogs beat his In all thoir 
trials.

A Hunt to the Woods of Northern Michigan. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 14. 1877. 

Editor Chicago Fiblu:—I t being so much the pruclice of 
.torv tellers to begin a tale with a quotation either from 
nrose or rhyme, I also claim the privilege, and shall 
seek inspiration where so many lintl it. Like others also, I 
claim the right, to mutilate even Shakespeare to suit my pur¬ 
pose. In the words, then, of the Immortal bard, thus I be- 

^'“Now is the winter of the sportsman’s discontent.” The 
ilorious October days with their brown woods are gone with 
the past. Spring with the game birds is yet some weeks in 
the future. Notuing is left to the sportsman but to tell over 
his stories; get among friends who like him are lovers of 
chase and as the tale of success or defeat makes the blood 
tinifle'm jjis veins, as the old soldier, warming at the mem¬ 
ory of battles fought, “shoulders his crutch aud shows how 
fields were won," so with your permission I propose to 
•boulder my gun, and tell through the medium of your 
columns a story of our last hunt. In doing so, I must invoke 
vour patience, for, necessarily, it must be in a somewhat 
discursive manner that 1 can give the reader an enjoyable 
idea of our expedition as a whole. 

For the last five or six years a party composed mostly of 
the same gentlemen, have hunted the saute ground in the 
wilds of northern Michigan. This year it consisted of 
eight gentlemen from Ohio-—men in every one of whose veins 
courses the blue blood ot the royal Nimrod—and your cor¬ 
respondent, who is proud to call himself a citizen of Michi¬ 
gan a dweller in the beautiful c.ty of the straights. The 
eight Ohio gentlemen are all residents of the fair tuburban, 
city of Cleveland. For here let me state for tne benefit of 
my Cleveland friends as a historical fact what may not be 
generally known (and is very likely to be doubted by them) 
that the eastern boundary of Wayne county, the seat of 
the great city of Detroit, once extended to, and rested on 
that stream, the pride of Cleveland, the beautiful Cuyahoga. 
Having said so much by way of preface, the preliminary 
for the hunt all having been arranged, we are now ready for 
the start. 

The evening of October 16, 1876, saw the Cleveland party 
embark on the good steamer Northwest, bound for Detroit. 
The morning of the seventeenth buw their arrival at the 
Michigan Central depot. Here amidst the greeting of 
friends, the barking of twelve hounds, the angry scolding 
of a cross baggage man, the party were all finally embarked 
on the cars bound for Bay City and the north. 
The country through which this road runs for u hundred 
and odd miles is sbgblly rolling, is dotted with small, but 
beautiful lakes, new and thriving villages. Its isolated 
clamps of woods, its well tilled fields elicited many and re¬ 
pealed words of praise from every member of the parly. A 
beautiful October day, a clean and luxurious smoking car, 
an attentive and polite conductor left us nothing to wish, 
save that it be lasting. 

Taking steamer at Bay City, we wore soon out of the har¬ 
bor and out on the clear, blue waters of Lake Huron. The 
early evening showed us the lights at Tawas, tbe end of our 
journey by water and the place of our disembarkation. The 
dogs all safely housed for the night by the attentive land¬ 
lord (who had notice of our coming), our supper eaten with 
keen appetites, the party went early to bed trusting to a 
good night’s sleep preparatory to the labors and fatigues of 
the morrow. The early breakfast, the wagons loaded with 
our baggage, our rifles carefully stowed, the dogs tethered 
behind, pipes and cigars lighted in the haze of the crisp Oc¬ 
tober morning, our march begins. 

Our destination is a point on the Au Sable river, some 30 
miles inland from Tawas. This river euters Lake Huron, 
some twelve or fifteen miles north of the point at which we 
leavethelake. Of this rivcr.more anon. After seeing our rifles 
safely stowed, Dr. Myers and myself, feeling the eagerness of 
young blood (both of us having counted our sixty years), 
look the way in advance of. the teams. The high way, or 
toll road (as it is called in the vernacular) led us over a 
rolling country of interminable sand, sparsely timbered 
with a stinted growth of dwarf pine, many varieties of the 
Northern fir and Norway pine. What with a faultless 
October day. Us air laden with the aroma of the pines, the 
very breathing of which is a luxury unknown to city lungs, 
the doctor and myself whiling the way with reminiscences 
of past achievements with the guu and rod, now turning to 
look for the coming train, again stopping to admire some 
bed of beautiful moss, or colored lichen, enjoying the 
thousand objects of interest with which the earth and 
woods abound—found ourselves some eight miles away 
when we were overtaken by our comrades. On with your 
•lory the impatient reader may say. Not so fast; with the 
appreciative, the pleasure of the hunt is not alone in the 
killing. The freedom from care, the rest from the tread 
mill of business, the sight of free wild nature, all must 
come In to make, the total of its joy complete. 

Like a beautiful picture, it is made up of its fore, its mid 
die and its back ground. Every genuine lover of wild 
sport, is more or less a poet, and entitled to poetic license 
But while my story lingers, the train moves 
steadily forward, occasionally crossing a ravine 
and stopping to water horses, dogs and men at its 
cool spring brook. The day wore on and twoo'clock brought 
a» in sight of Thompson’s, some twenty odd miles from 
Tawas, and the end of our day’s march. Thompson’s is the 
Metropolitan of the wilderness, and himself the prince of 
the woods and a model landlord. After a dinner which was 
faultless both in cooking and variety, to which our hungry 
Party, I fear, did more than justice—after all were made 
comfortable, beast as well as man, tbe balance of the day 
*o* spent in trying our skill with the rifle. This resulted 
m the defeat of the whole party by no less n person than 
«r#. Thompson, who we found was in addition to being an 
•(lent with the rifle n splendid shot on the wing. Our stay 
tit '* P* 8ce Wl1 * 0 part of the pleasure of the hunt. Up to 
mil time only one incident had occurred to stir the hunter

At 
Hih, after a walk of three hours, a cheery shout from 


those in advance told us the end was in sight. On reaching 
the spot wff found the quarters provided for us was a 
large well built log house, together with barn and open 
Bheds—the place haviug been built and abandoned by a 
lumberman after tbe timber iu its vicinity had become ex¬ 
hausted. Everything, thanks to Spangler, our prince of 
quartermasters, bad been provided for; our cook had pro¬ 
ceeded us by some hours; our provisious, by arrangement 
with Curtis (a settler living near) had been brought in 
some days in advance of our advent. A cook stove, straw 
for our bed sacks, vegetables for the table, cream for our 
coffee were all on hand. An hour or two after our arrival 
we sat down to our first dinner at Hunter's Rest. Unpack¬ 
ing guns and trapB, filling our bed sacks kept us older ones 
busy for the balance of tbe day, while two or three of the 
younger men in eagerness for a shot shouldered their rifles 
and started out. The hounds were not to be run that day 
but must be rested for tbe morning hunt. Some deer were 
seen by ourstalkers.butdid not come within strikingdistance. 

A few words here descriptive of the Sable river, on 
whose banks wc expect to And our sport. Having its four 
heads in nearly the center of the State, it flows due east un¬ 
til it enters lake Huron at a village which bears tbe name of 
the river. Of its very sinuous character some idea can be 
formed from the fact, that from our camp straight away to 
its mouth is forty miles, while following the stream, it is 
one hundred and twelve. With its four heads, not counting 
the hundred brookB that feed it. there are over four hundred 
miles of continuous streams. Where we are in camp (a half 
mile from its banks) it has an average width of forty-five 
yards, with an average depth of one and a half to two feet. 
With a powerful current of at least six miles an hour, it 
Bwceps on past its wild shores over a bed of pebbles, sand 
and shell. Clear and cold, its waters seem to have a den¬ 
sity and force that makes tbe office of our cauoe man, no 
sinecure. Never vexed with floods, never turbid. This is 
accounted for by the fact that the whole country through 
which it flows, is one vast bed of sand, consequently all the 
water in iis volume is supplied in the form ot springs 
Taken all in all the river in its grand wild sweeps is one of 
unequalled beauty. Its banks densely wooded as they are 
with gigantic cedars, pines and hemlocks, furnish, and will 
for many a year, favorite haunts for the deer, 
the bear, the wolf, the lynx, beaver, otter, badger, fisher, 
mink, and so forth. The river is too rapid for the compar 
tivcly slow fish, consequently few fish, except the grayling 
abound in its waters as far from its mouth as where we are 
in camp. A few words here as to the comparative merits 
of this fish. By some disciples of the rod it is claimed that 
they are the peers of the brook trout. It is true they are 
a very beautiful fish, having tbe form and average size of 
the brook trout, arc similar in tin,except the caudal,which is 
forked and the back fin which is much larger. Their color 
is, on the back a rich brown, on the belly while and gleams* 
like burnished silver when first taken from the water. Un 
like the trout they have scales, though small ones. They 
have a smaller mouth, but it bolds a hook equally as well; 
and ten or twelve small black spots on each side,immediately 
back of the gills. This makes his description sufficiently 
complete for my present purpose. The fish is a very free 
biter. During the Bpring months, its spawning season, it 
takes the fly freely, and for the rest of the year any kind of 
buil, from a red rag to apiece of fat pork. Unlike the 
trout its flesh is white anti lacks its flavor and fineness of 
texture. So much for tbe fish purl of my bunting story. 

Our first evening in quarters was planned for the mor¬ 
row's bunt. Our veteran Uncle John, the von 
Molike of many a hunting campaign, was chosen captain 
his word was law which none dared or were inclined to dis 
obey. Successful hunts in former years over the same 
ground bad taught us where the best runways were (these 
covered a distance of four miles along tbe river) where the 
deer were most likely to take the water. Each being assigned 
by our captain to his position on the river, two of the party 
who volunteer for that purpose, the third a man under our 
pay, are to start the hounds, the twelve being divided into 
three packs of four each. This being done all is ready for 
tbe morning's run. Fair success was the fortune of the day 
Three fine deer were brought in by Curtis wfth his team 
and after being disemboweled, hanged by the neck in one of 
the open sheds. Each hunter as he came into camp had 
his story to tell of successful shot or faulty gun. “The 
wonder was and still the wonder grew," how badly wounded 
deer sprang so quickly out of view. The general opinion 
among hunters is that it is the fault of their gun. 

Of the experience of each I shall not attempt to write in 
detail. My own pluce on the river was one selected by my 
self in a former year. Under ibe gigantic cedar where 
sat in the early morning of that first day, all was silence 
and gloom; not a sound to be heard save the murmur of the 
river as it rushed past on its dark wild way, or the whirr of 
partridges ns they crossed from one shore to the other. 

In watching and listening an hour or more had past, when 
I heard back on the plains the faint cry of the hounds 
This told me that my suspense was nearly ended; my Rem 
ington was brought to position, with cartridges in hand 
and everything in readiness for rapid work. The next few 
minutes were full of intense interest. Fixing tny eyes 
steadily on the stream above. 1 had not long to wait From 
a low bank some 30 rods away Bprang a noble doe; two or 
three bounds carried her into swimming depth; turning her 
course in my direction, down she came, and my chance had 
come. The loud ring of the rifle broke the stillness of the 
woods, but showed me the doe unharmed making for the 
opposite shore, on reaching which she stopped and stood 
broadside, her quick ear turning to catch any sound that 
might threaten danger. To change the cartridge' was the 
work of a moment; carefully aiming for the lungs I pulled 
trigger, when click (a sound cursed by many a hunter), but 
no other report. The cartridge was too large, the cylinder 
had caught on the closer. This noise, slight as it was, was 
enough; one bound and tbe deer was out of sight. Back 
camp with head down for that day, but hope for better 
luck in future. 

By twelve o’clock, hunters and hounds would come drop 
ping in, singly or in pairs. Getting up from the river and 
hanging our deer, canvassing the fortunes of tbe day, clean 
ing rifles and a late dinner fills up the time until night 
The evenings were among the most enjoyable hours of our 
camp life. Tbe long table cleared, the nartv gather foi 
game, tbe tricks of which, old father Hoyfe with all his 
skill “did nol understand”—with stories old and new, the 
genial joke, tbe hearty laugh, the “winged hours" passed 
all too quickly. Each drained his pood night brew and 
“laid him down to pleasant dreams. Free quarters, free 
lunch in the order at Hunter's Rest. Nol a day passed but 
some hungry pot hunter sought our open door, and never 
one came that was not thirsty as the sands of the plains 
Our "mouutaindew" seemed to them to have the virtues of 
all the dews that ever blessed the earth or mao. Even the 


government due seemed to enhance its flavor. This liquid 
civilizer in generous measure, made them "wondrous kind" 
and procured immunity for our dogs- saved them from poison 
or the bullet. Of the twelve hounds lakeu into woods by 
our party, two only were left to an unknown fate. Thus 
passed days of unalloyed enjoyment—every out- adding 
something to our pleasure, and no one passing witImut one 
or more deer adoed to our count. Oue of the fullest in 
good fortune deserves especial mention 

The early dawn showed “a beautiful scetn laying mom 
ing." Some new thickets were to be tried with tbe nope of 
starling some large bucks. From tbe character of the 
woods our experienced hunters were sanguine of success. 

In this, they were not disappointed, as tue event proved. 
When the run was over, and the result reported, it was 
found that four us splendid bucks as ever “curried antlered 
head” had been laid low. One (Ibe noblest of them all) 
had fallen to the rifle of Burke, oue to our veteran Captain 
Erwin, one to Carter and one to the lucky doctor. This 
was the grand, tbe gala day of the bunt, mill wheu Curtis 
and his team were seen wendiug tlielr way towards the 
camp, ail were eager for a sight of ibe noble prize, all 
bands were ready to help unload, aud as tbe four noble 
stags were laid on the ground before us, in all their beauti¬ 
ful symmetry of body, head and limb, the most enilmsiastic 
hunter among ub could if t help but half regret the work of 
tbe fatal bullet. The saugn ti iry Doctor even, like Antony 
over tbe dead Ceasar, would ; ui a longue in every wound to 
cry out against the slayers of these inomfrchs ot the woods 
The largest on being weighed (after disemboweling) turned 
the scale at two hundred and fifteen pounds Among ihe 
many exciting ineideDts of our stay in i- mtp, each and all 
clamoring to be told—I shall select U it one more, fear¬ 
ing that already my story is too long. But 
the truth is, that our twelve days stay ,u the » nods were so 
filled with events, so rich iir enjoyment, i mt ray story 
seems incomplete unless I make il a long one. 

At intervals along both banks of the river are high bluffs, 
where the plain ends in a precipitous descent to Hie river. 
These bluffs many of them have been used by Ihe lumber¬ 
men as roll ways (as they ure called); logs aud timber are 
here thrown into the river from a height of fifty to seventy 
feet. At a point nearest to oar camp is situated two such 
bluffs separated by a deep ravine. This spot is on the outer 
circle of a grand sweep or bend in the river, and wiih me is 
a favorite place. From here you overlook the opposite 
sbore which, rising gradually from the water, is densely 
wooded with that most sombre and picturesque of all trees, 
the white cedar; the dark green of the balsams and other 
kindred firs stretching away in grand panoramic beauty in 
the distant hills, the wild sweep of the beautiful river. Ihe 
whole scene as looked down on from ibe blurt's, is a picture 
worthy the pencil oi a Bierstadt or a Landseer. Nol caring 
to hunt one morning. I had gone to the place <le 
scribed for an hour's enjoyment of the free wild s|sit. The 
hounds were out, and the Doctor was on the watch some 
forty rods above where 1 sat. Very soon in the Doctor's 
direction I heard the quick sharp cry of a dog 
running on close scent. A moment later and a noble 
buck took the water witbiu reach of the Doctor’s 
rifle; one, two, and a third Bhol frour the Winchester and 
the deer was across and into the woods on the other side. 
Had 1 the pen of “the wizzanl of the north," the power in 
fitting words to tell bow "twice that day from shore to shore 
tbe gallant stag swam stoutly o’er," to enable the render 
to take in the whole wild picture as 1 saw it, I should lie 
amply paid for the telling. Five minutes bad not elapsed 
when the hound in pursuit was at the bank. Plungiug in 
and swiming bravely across, be picked up the scent Two 
or three cries from the dog told that the game was found: 
back rushed the deer into the water, bin. alas, poor hunted 
quarry, with a disabled shoulder. He had only reached the 
middle of the stream wheo he was met by another foe This 
was no other than a large Newfoundland belonging to Cur- 
tis (grand old Carlo, a terror to the bears of the Sable); 
Both dogs were soon in reach of the buck, and all in tbe 
rapid stream came sweeping down in my direction The 
brave deer battled nobly for bis life, tearing the dogs 
loose with a blow from his horns whenever they seized him 
about the head. Not u cry from the gallant stag. Not a 
bleat of terror. So the battle went on as dogs and deer 
drifted past me at my feet and soon were lost to view by a 
bend in the river. Finally, by the help of Curtis in the 
canoe, the noble game was slain and brought to sbore. My 
diagnosis of the case accuses the Doctor of mul-prnc 
lice; he should have shot him in the 
heatl aud let him die a warrior's death. 
Tbe battle above described bad barely drifted out of sight, 
when hearing the cry of bounds, and turning my eyes in ihe 
direction of tbe bluff below nte, 1 listened for a minute 
and saw a beautiful doe, with one wild grand leap, throw 
herself from the brow of the precipice. Graceful in her 
flight as a bird on the wing, she lauded safely on the sand 
same forty feet below. I looked, expecting to see her full 
or stumble; but no, without a hall,on she went, and soon all 
that could be seen of her was tier beautiful bead floating 
away in the rapid stream. This bad hardly transpired 
when, looking in the Doctor’s direction—be sliil remaining 
at bis post—I saw swimming down towards him another of 
these fairies of the woods. One sharp crack of liic rifle,one 
short struggle, and she floated past with » cruel bullet 
through her brain. What wiib the grand wild view that lay 
before me, the battle at. my feet, the death ol tbe noble 
game—the hour thus spent lias left an impres.-aon Hull can¬ 
not be forgotten or effaced. 

Temp no fugit. Sad that the t hing wc love I lie most Is 
soonest gone—our bunt is ended. Twenty-one dcer--l.be 
half of which were fine large bucks—were tbe contents of 
our bag. The 7th of November was approaching, and bunt 
ers must be home to vote. Home was the word, where other 
dears await our coming. Tbe last day in camp hud come. 
Two wagons loaded with our traps anil game—one l.ret din 
ner eaten—we left our camp to silence, and the deer nl the 
plains and forest to their rest for another year. Before the 
march begins wc linger for the lust good-bye, and with uu 
covered beads breathed this, our parting toast: The cedars 
of the liable—Long may they wave, and may w c lie there 
to see wheo October comes again. S

My own leave nothing to be desired, hut 
vet I believe them no better in tins regard than some of 
their #50 guns I have seen, which latter, by the way, are a 
pood, strong, sensible, and handsome puu, and dog cheap.

Hunting In Texas.

Ei)jT3H Chicago Field: —Mr. A. Jameson. how oar of the 
Cambridge crew, and myself spent nearly four months in 
Non hern Texas, and I must say that I have been terribly 
disappointed. The buffalo are nearly gone, or will be next 
summer, and game of all kinds,with the exception of quails, 
is very scarce. The water all stands in pools, and very 
strong with urine ou the range; so much so in fact that we 
often had to boil it before we could drink it. Texas is 
fearfully overrated. I saw hundreds of people hanging 
around the different towns waiting for something to turn up 
so that they could get home again. I assure you that there 
is not one word of truth in these land pamphlets. It will 
never be anything but a slock country, and poor at that 
Eastern people say what fortunes are made iu the slock 
business; I saw men in that business who have 
been in it since 1S«2, and were going home with 
just *500—about one-teuth of what they started with. 
There arc lots of cases like I have written about. Every¬ 
thing is high; for ipstance, trace chains sell there for f 10, 

here I can buy them for #1.75, and deliver them there for 
$2.25 at the most. Everything is in about the same proper- 
lion. One of our men left a salary of $30 per week; took 
his family to Texas, and I found them destitute; he work¬ 
ing for #20 per month. That is Texas all over; if you pic¬ 
ture it in glowing colors you do wrong. There is an old 
joke which is relished by one that hasTieen in Texas, which 
is “There was a lot of men started to heaven together; one 
lingered behind; those in front were all turned away; when 
he came to the gate St. Peter said: ‘My man "here do you 
come from’’ 'Texas, sir,’ he replied. Let him in iatoncie. 
said St. Peter, 'he has been in hell long enough. ’ If there is 
anything further that you would like to know write me, and 
1 will be pleased to answer_Ctus. P. Iaskeu.

This is preservation of game 
with a vengeance; and although at present it does not 
affect the sportsmen of this Stale generally; yet such has 
been the habit of our past legislatures of adopting game 
laws of other Slutes, that it would not be surprising to see 
At some future day the game law of the Sucker State, letter 
for letter, ou the statute books of the State of Iowa.
